were doubled. Two of them. at about nine 
•'dock, noticed a steamer behaving peculiarly off 
die Seven Heads, not far from die great port of 
the east coast. 
It shortly became apparent that the vessel was 
driving down on the rocks, the gale being of such 
strength as to offset the strong, westerly set of die 
ebbing tide. Thinking that her officers bad lost 
thenr bearmgs. die guards burned all then flares 
in an effort to attract attention. No reply what­ 
ever was vouchsafed by die steamer. There was 
nothing else to be done by those ashore. The seas 
beat hark die lifeboat a dozen times, and neither 
rockets nor the shots of the signal gun provoked 
atty response from the steamer. 
Then, with dramatic suddenness, when the ship 
was perhaps two cable lengths from the rocks, the 
screech of her siren hurtled chmn wind lie the 
cry of a damned soul And so, with her lights 
bright and unwinking and her whistle wailing, die 
Cardiff Hall went to ber destruction. 
The next morning we found two bodies in 
Tavern Cove. One was identified as dint of die 
captain, dm other that of dm first officer. Both 
had been mauled bv the rocks, of course, but 
both bore wounds that were obviously inflicted 
prior to the wreck. The captain's head was band­ 
aged, a napkin hiding aa only hole in his left 
temple; the mate's skull had been split as cleanly 
as a side of meat under a botcher s cleaver. 
Tim local coroner, a not overly intelligent chap, 
returned a verdict of death by drowning which 
seemed to satisfy the distant Board of Trade 
officials, sod, though I sought to have an investi­ 
gation launched, nothing further was ever done. 
In several articles I stressed the peculiarities of 
the wreck. Why. I asked, had a steamer with 
power, as evidenced by her lights and whistle, 
been allowed to drift onto the rocks? Why did 
no other bodies ever come ashore? How could 
the total absence of wreckage be accounted for? 
Why were there no swamped boats, oars, or 
stretchers tossed up on the coast? Why had the 
radio been silent? The more I thought of dm 
disaster dm more puzzled I became, dm more 
baffing it appeared.

California oontlnuee to lead an 
states In the amount of gasoline tax 
devoted to highway development, 
according to reports from the Bu­ 
reau of Public Roads of tho Unit­ 
ed States Department of Agricul­ 
ture reaching the Automobile d u b 
of Southern California. Tho net re­ 
ceipts from the gasoline tax In the 
state lest year are given ae 112,- 
467,082. The nearest approach to 
California was Ohio with $11,118,- 
421. 
Ohio, Uke California, started In 
1227 with a two cent tax, which 
later was increased to three cents 
per gallon. The gas tax now is ef­ 
fective in every alate In the Union 
except two, and It ranges ffSta two 
to five cents a gallon. Massachu­ 
setts and Nsw Tork are tbs only 
states not having a tax en motor 
fuel. 
The Bureau of Public Roads Batea 
that all but four per cent of tho 
gasoline taxes collected tho country 
over are allotted for road purposes, 
Including the payment of Interest 
and retirement chargee on highway 
bonds. The yield of the gasoline tax 
constitutes a very Important con­ 
tribution to the total highway reve- 
vue. 
The total collections the country 
over on the gasoline tax In 1927 
amounted to $252,822,812. The aver­ 
age tax for the nation Is 2.78, and 
It Is Indicated that 10,596,000,000 
gallons of gasoline were used by 
motor vehicles during the year. This 
was an increase of 8.3 per cent over 
1928 and the average consumption 
for each motor vehicle is given as 
458 gallons. 
Whila the gas tax la providing a 
large fund for highway develop­ 
ment, there la still a long ways to 
go, as it is reported that there are 
518,000 miles of roads throughout 
the country being ministered to by 
road workers. Only about 70,000 
milea of these are designated as 
really first class, so that that there 
Is still a great deal of Improving to 
be done. However, In addition to the 
half a million milea of roads that 
are being cared 
for, 
there are 
about 2,500,000 miles more of high­ 
ways In the United 
States that 
are 
Infrequently 
traveled, but 
eventually will call for Improve­ 
ment, so that It is not surprising 
that road building in the country Is 
second to education In total ex­ 
penditures.

parture* by his successor, Major 
R. T. Stuart, according to a state­ 
m ent mads public by him today. 
“O ar adm inistrative and educa­ 
tional policies and procedure ar* 
th* product of many years of ex­ 
perience,” said Major Stuart, "and 
have become pretty well stabilized. 
They are th* outcome of the con­ 
structive minds of my predecessor*, 
Pinch©!, Grave*, and Greeley, and 
of th* teamwork of th* Forest 
Service organization itself. 
I shall 
continue 
the 
tradition 
th at 
ie 
handed down to me from my pre­ 
decessors and shall strive to keep 
on in the course already marked 
out. 
“From ita inception, the forest 
service has concentrated on 
the 
task of having the foreat lands of 
this country made productive and 
kept continuously so." 


Wahlberg was a member of the 
fact finding group appointed by 
Governor Young to determine the 
am ount of damage done to soils, 
orchards, crops, farm buildings and 
irrigation works on the numerous 
farms and orchards located in the 
path of the flood waters.

"The second essential,” accord­ 
ing to these poultry specialists, "is 
economy. 
A new house need not 
be expensive, 
but It should 
be 
durable; 
the 
more 
durable 
the 
house the less the cost of housing 
per year in a period of years. 
Avoid 
building 
c h e a p , 
flimsy 
houses, because they soon have to 
be replaced. 
"The third essential Is conven­ 
ience. 
The house should be con­ 
veniently located and should be 
of such shape and size that work 
in it can be done with ease. 
Too 
often the mistake of building small 
houses with low roofs ie made, so 
that it is drudgery to care for the 
chicks or the layers.”

To irrigate or not to Irrigate, 
th at Is the question. The relation­ 
ship 
of 
soil 
moisture 
to 
tree 
growth and fruit production Is one 
of 
the 
fundamental 
factors 
of 
citrus production and to walnut 
production, too, but possibly not to 
such a Ane degree. 
I have noticed several heads of 
w ater running in citrus groves re­ 
cently th at I knew are doing more 
harm than good. Soil borings show 
an adequate am ount of moisture 
present in the upper three or four 
feet, which is the average root 
zone under Orange county condi­ 
tions. 
In tho deeper soils we find 
citrus roots going down five or six 
feet. 
D uring April M d May the soil 
Is Just beginning to warm up after 
the cooler w inter season. 
Trees 
th at showed a teodency to a yel­ 
lowish cast In their leaves In the 
w inter months ar* beginning to 
turn 
greener, 
and 
take 
on 
a 
healthier appearance. 
The change 
for tho bettor is due to tho bac­ 
terial activity Increasing as the 
soil warms up. 
Now comes Mr. 
Farm er who throws cold w ater on 
tho situation. W hat happens? The 
soil tem perature Is chilled, the air 
spaces are waterlogged and the 
bacteria arè discouraged In their 
good work making available the 
valuable nitrates which are so es 
sential to plant growth and par 
tlcularly tho setting of tho fruit at 
this time. Then we wonder some­ 
time* why our fruit doesn’t s e t 
Of course this ie not the only rea­ 
son for small fruit sets, but is a 
contributory factor in too many 
groves. 
The right tim e to start spring 
.Irrigation In the citrus grove can 
only be Judged by use of the soil 
auger and not by surface indica­ 
tions. 
Light sandy soils need ir­ 
rigation now, loam soils somewhat 
later and the heavier soils possibly 
not until Juno. 
L ast year many claim loam or­ 
chards were not Irrigated 
until 
July. 
Tho lack of late spring 
rains, however, this year may re­ 
quire a somewhat earlier applica­ 
tion, but as I said before, intelli­ 
gent irrigation can be guided only 
by tho use of tb s soil auger.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8- 
Returns and rewards of the cam 
paign for tuberculosis eradication 
in tho beef and dairy herds of the 
country are now being received in 
visible form, Dr. A. E. W ight, who 
is In charge of the work for foe 
United States departm ent of ag­ 
riculture, told the members of the 
fourth annual midwestern states 
tuberculosis conference meeting In 
Sioux City, Iowa, last week. 
One 
of the most tangible benefits is 
evident, the speaker said, in th* 
premiums paid by the packers to 
producers of hogs in modified ac 
credited areas. 
These payments 
am ount to large sums of money, he 
said. 
A fourth survey of foe country 
recently completed Indicates that 
bovine 
tuberculosis 
now 
affects 
only about 2 per cent of the ani­ 
mals as against 4 per cent a t the 
time of tho first survey In 1922. 
“A study of the map prepared to 
show tho degree bf infection in the 
various oounties," Doctor W ight 
pointed out, ‘indicates th at this 
disease does not exist to any great 
extent 
except 
In 
comparatively 
few counties. 
There are 69 coun­ 
ties in the United States In which 
the degree of infection is estimated 
to bo more than 15 per c e n t 
In 
these 69 counties there are approx­ 
imately 
1,690,000 
cattle, 
and

will readily be seen that this la a 
small part of tho total cattle pop­ 
ulation.

section of the 
country where the disease is es ti 
mated to exist to a degree of more

The Cooke have 1.72 acres half 
a mile south of the Spring Val­ 
ley store where they raise nearly 
every kind of vegetable and many 
kinds of fruits, but they are par­ 
ticularly Interested in experiment­ 
ing w ith berries.
